Talks for Clayton Con- 
way Link as Best Way to 
Relieve Traffic. 


Taking under advisement the lo- 
cation of a new route across St. 
Louis County for United States 
Highway No. 40, to be a super- 
highway, the State Highway Com- 
mission gave no indication at the 
end of a hearing at the Chamber 
of Commerce yesterday when it 
would reach a decision. 

The routing has been a contro- 
versial question since the autumn 
of 1928. Opponents of the Clay- 
ton-Conway road location favored 
by State engineers arranged for the 
hearing, at which they suggested 
use of either the Olive Street road 
or Page avenue routes, but propo- 
nents of the other two routes were 
‘heard also. 

Harland Bartholomew, planning 
engineer, who favored the Clayton- 
Conway route in a major highway 
plan for the county, made a de- 


talled argument in support of it, 
replying to the arguments of a 
lawyer, engineer and condemnation 
expert who represented a group of 
69 objectors. A description of the 
three routes in detail was pub- 
lished in yesterday's Post-Dispatch. 
Batholomew’s Statements. 

Summarized, Bartholomew's 
statements were, in effect: 

This superhighway is only one 
of a group radiating from the city 
which eventually must be provided, 
and an ordered plan should be fol- 
lowed in establishing them at prop- 
er locations and uniformly. 

Tt should be understood that a 
superhighway is one of exceptional 
width, greater than 100 feet, with 
a limited number of intersections 
at grade, and these factors tend to 
lessen Objectionable features for 
abutting property. There is the 
famous example of the Bronx Riv- 
er Parkway, Westchester County, 
N. J., where a superhighway, in- 
cluding an electrified railroad, runs 
through property of high value. 
Such a result can be obtained 
through good planning. 

While the Clayton-Conway su- 
perhighway should have space set 
aside for a rapid transit line, the 
line is not an immediate necessity, 
but the future need should be an- 
ticipated. 

In making the county road plan 
it proved impossible to find a dif- 
ferent, acceptable location for this 
superhighway, and the opponents 
were unable to find one, but only 
recommended the Page and Olive 
Street routes, which the county 
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ton road would be taken down Oak- 


ing a superhighway character as 
far east as Kingshighway because 
of the absence of croas streets. 

Bartholomew concluded with the 
statement that only a few of the 
group of 68 objectors owned prop- 
erty on the proposed route in their 
own names as shown by their own 
plat; and that even if gross cost 
of the right-of-way through the 
residential section along the Clay 
ton-Conway route was higher than 
elsewhere, the result would be 
worth it. Eventually it could be 
shown that this route would be the 
best economically, he said. 

Cutler Agrees With Him, 

Chief Engineer Cutler of the 
State Highway Department told the 
commission that Bartholomew's 
arguments coincided with his own. 
Presiding Judge Wehmeyer of the 
St. Louis County Court, which em- 
ployed Bartholomew to make the 
county plan, said the subject Was 
an engineering problem and that 
while the court was not objecting 
to the Olive Street or Page routes 
it would have to follow engineering 
counsel. 

The decision lies wholly with the 
commission, which usually, but not 
always, follows the plans of its en- 
gineers. C. D. Matthews of Sikes- 
ton, chairman of the commission, 
said he hoped a decision could be 
made soon and that while it might 
disappoint some interests it would 
be reached in an endeavor to meet 
the needs of the county and the 
State for years to come. 

Mayor Ruth of University City 
told the commission his town was 
spending $600,000 to make Olive 
Street road a 100-foot boulevard 
for five miles which would be a 
“gift” te the State if that route | 
were chosen. He presented a dere.

Convict From Atlanta 
Prison Tells Grand Jury 
at New York of Opera- 
tions of Paris Syndicate. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK. Jan. 15.—Jaeob 
Bioom, who got into trouble last 
March when he tried to smuggle 
$300,000 worth of morphine and 
heroin on the steamship Tle De 
France, went befere a Federal 
grand jury with a story of a gi- 
gantic international drug ring with 
a $10,000,000 to $20,000,000 yearly 
trade between Paris and New York. 
He ie now serving a term if the 
Federal prison at Atlanta. 

He has told Assistant United 
States Attorney Henry Gerson of 
a morphine “trust,” smuggling ite 
wares from Paris by using special 
trunks stamped with forged cus- 
toms seals. When the trunks arrive 
at New York they escape govern- 
ment inspection by reason of the 
forged revenue stamps. 

Temporarily, the ring has been 
checked by the recent hauls narcotic 
agents. obtained on the Majestic, 
Ile De France, Inoko and on the 
docks of Brooklyn. Government 
evidence has been piling up since 


months ago. Though concrete tes- 
timony against the ring dates from 
December, 1929, the smuggling 
group’s operations have continued 
unabated for several years.

had large reserve funds. 
His statement came less than an 
hour after Senator Thomas, (Dem.) 
Oklahoma, had charged that the 


Red Cross had as much as $25,- 
000,000 “now available for any 
purpose.” 53 

“The exact financial situation of 
the Red Cross as of Nov. 30, 1930, 
is this” Payne said. 

“It has an endowment fund and 
reserve permanently in ested of 
$11,253,000, the income of which 
only is available for current use. 
“It has a disaster fund of’ $5,- 
000,000 which has been appropri- 
ated for this present drouth re- 
lief of which $1,000,000 has al- 
ready been expended. 

“After providing the budget of 
$2,226,000 for the work of this 
fiscal year, the Red Cross holds 
$1,734,000 devoted to our compell- 
ing obligations for continuing serv- 
ice to the disabled ex-service men 
and women of thé World War.” 

Activity of Red Cross. 

The financial statement after 
naming other Red Cross funds al- 
ready allocated to definite needs 
said but $4,658,000 remained “to 
rsafeguard all the other obligations 
to which the orga ization is com- 
mitted including immediate re- 
sponse to any other domestic dis- 
aster which may occur and the 
continuance of the regular program 
of public health nursing, first aid 
and life saving, nutrition, home 
hygiene and care of the sick, Junior 
Red Cross, and work for men in 
the regular army and navy serv- 
ice.“ ö 

Payne said there was no need 
for any misunderstanding as to the 
funds of the Red Cross. Each 
member of Congress, he said, had 
received the complete annual fi- 
nancial report of the organization, 
jaudited by the War Department, 
last October, and therefore had

More than 4000 
enumerators are at work. Census 
Director William M. Stewart went

The number of persons who were 
on the job yesterday in those 20 
cities will tell the employment tale. 
The number who weren't com- 
pared with the April unemploy- 
ment census situation, will set a 
new standard for nation-wide re- 
lief calculations. 

The day before the census taker 
calls was adopted by the Census 
Bureau as a basis of determining 
unemployment. This was done, 
the bureau experts explained, be- 
cause many a wife would a er 
the doorbell. If her husband as 
out looking for a job, she might 
not know if he had found it. But 
she would be likely to know if he 
worked the day before. 

“That there has been a material 
change in unemployment conditions 
since April is acknowledged by 
all,“ said bureau officials. 

Census bureau machines will be 
set to work with the arrival of the 
the first set of schedules to deter- 
mine the extent of that change. 

A summary was compiled at the 
bureau of the April status of 15 
of the 20 cities with a combined 
population of 13,129,422. Of this 
number, 614,322 were out of work 
and looking for a job; 89,954 on 


a job and unable to work; 31,921 
having jobs but idle because of ill- 
ness; 12,466 out of jobs and not 
looking for work; 8907 having jobs 
but voluntarily idle without pay, 
and 9685 having jobs and draw- 
ing pay though not at work.

The Rev. Dr. James Harvey Gar- 
rison, 88 years old, former editor 
of the Christian Evangelist, and 
leader in the Disciples, or Chris- 
tian, church, died yesterday in Los 
Angeles, Cal., after several months’ 
illness. A telegram announcing his 
death was read last night at the 
annual meeting of Union Avenue 
Christian Church, of which Dr. 
Garrison long was a member and 
officer, and the congregation sent

Dr. Garrison was born near 
list in the Twenty-fourth Missouri 
Volunteer Infantry, a Federal com- 
mand. He served through the Civil 
War, rising to the rank of Captain, 
and took a college course in Abing- 
don College, Abingdon, III. After 
several years’ preaching, he began 
the editing of a-church paper. The 
paper which became the Christian 
Evangelist, was established in St.“ 
Louis in 1874, and Dr. Garrison was 
its active editor until 1912, and a 
contributing editor since. He 
served two two-year pastorates, one 
in Boston and one in Southport,} 
England, but continued his connec- 
tion with the paper during those} 
periods. He was widely known as 
a speaker and writer of books. 

With the late Dr. S. J. Niccolls 
and the late Dr. W. C. Bitting, Dr. 
Garrison was a co-founder of the 
Metropolitan Church Federation of 
St. Louis.

The Missouri income tax law 
was enacted in 1917, with a flat 
rate of one-half of 1 per cent on net 
income of individuals and Cérpé- 
rations. In 1919 the rate was in- 
creased to 1% per cent and in 1921 
was reduced to the present rate of 
1 per cent. 

* Would Double Tax. 

In the 18 years the law has been 
in effect, collections of State in- 
come tax have totaled $42,071,082. 
In the last five years the tax has 
produced an average of nearly $4, - 
200,000 a year.

Negro youths. The youths were 
taken from Taylor's camp by a 
Government - investigator, after 
their mother had tried fruitiessly 
to obtain their release, and were 
taken over the contractor’s protest 
that “Nobody can take my niggers 
until he pays for them.” The trial 
resulted in a jury disagreement 
and the case will be retried. 
Besides these two developments, 
a mass of evidence has been col- 
lected by Federal and State offi- 
cials, and the interest of several 


Facts have not been difficult to 
find. The difficulty is to find a 
remedy. 

The conditions, clearly repug- 
nant to the thirteenth amendment 
of the Federal Constitution, are 
made possible chiefly by the spe- 
cial Florida statute. of 1919, which 
makes quitting work, while in 
debt to an employer, prima facie 
evidence of intent to defraud. This 


law, whose constitufionality has 


not been tested, was drawn up by 
Fred H. Davis, now Attorney-Gen- 
eral of Florida, when he was a 
member of the Legislature. 

A decision holding this fraud- 
contract statute unconstitutional, 
or its repeal by the Legislature, 
would remove the easy method by 
which peonage on a large scale is 
now practiced.. With this. statute 
at hand, turpentine operators in 
some counties co-operate with 
county officials in furnishifig pris- 
oners for road gangs. Even then, 
it would be difficult to break up 
peonage entirely, as cases depend 
on complaints, and few of the vic- 
tims of the system have the cour- 
age or Intelligence to complain. 
There is further difficulty in get- 
ting an indictment, and a convic-} 
tion, an the testimony of Negroes 
against white men. Juries are 
drawn from populations in which 
the turpentine interests are heavi- 
ly represented, tö say nothing of 
the effects of race feeling.
